SPEED OF INSECTS, 


A Common House Fly Travels a Mile 
In Thirty-three 8 

It is the popular belief that the filght 
of the birds is much swifter than that 
of the insects, but a number of natural 
ists who have been making a study of 
the matter think that such fs not the 
case, 

A common house tly, for example, is 
not very rapid In its flight, but its 
wings make SOO beats a second and 
send it through the air twenty-five feet, 
under ordinary circumstances, in that 
space of time. When the tinsect 
alarmed, however, it been found 
that it can increase its rate of speed by} 
160 feet per If it could 
continue such rapid flight for a mile in 
a straight line, it would cover that dis 
tance in exactly thirty-three seconds,

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THE 12 O'CLOCK LAW. 


A week ago today the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives killed the 
Boston romeellers’ bill to extend the 
hour for closing barrooms from 11 a 
m. to 12 midnight, and last Monday 
the same body of lawmakers voted to 
reconsider that action, and set the 12 
o'clock bill on its passage. Represen 
tative H. S. Riley of this city voted 
against reconsideration, for which he 
deserves the thanks of this community, 
as thé law, if enacted by the Senate, is 
@ general one, and its effects will not 
be confined to Boston. 

What influences were brought to 
bear by the liquor dealers on the turn- 
coats will never be certainly known to 
the public, but # pretty accurate guess 
can be given of their character. A 
powerful lobby, with no end to the 
sinews of war in their pockets, strained 
every nerve to secure a reconsideration 
of the unfavorable vote of Friday on 
the measure, and won out by a majority 
of 8. 

Fighting over the matter is, by no 
means, ended, for the Senate are to 
have a hand in deciding whether the 
Boston liquor sellers own the present 
Legislature, or the people at large still 
have some little influence in law making 
for the State. 


THE GOVERNOR'S BILL 


Governor Guild's Excise bill and 
for a singleheaded Police Commissioner 
for Boston was passed to a third read 
ing in the State Senate last Tuesday 
He had set his heart on it. 

The passage of the bill was strenu 
ously opposed by the liquor interests of 
the Hub, but their opposition was of 
no avail. Only two Republicans voted 
against it. 

There were probably no grounds for 
the contention of the opponents of the 
bill that a desire to get rid of Judge 
Emmons of the present Police Com 
mission was the Governor's motive for 
favoriog the measure, 


fe As incredible as it may appear 
to eyes unaccustomed to the perusal of 
reports of the proceedings of the present 
Legislaturs of this State, a bill was 
sentto athird reading in the House 
last week which gives The Daily Law 
Journal of Boston an absolute, iron- 
clad monopoly of publishing, for gener- 
ous pay, all the Court trial lists of 
Suffolk, Middlesex, Essex and Nor- 
folk counties, and cuts out every other 
paper, urban and suburban, in that 
district. [t is an outrageous piece of 
special, monopolistic legislation, and 
ought to be headed off at once. ‘The 
originators of this scheme started out 
to secure a law compelling all legal 
advertisements in those counties to be 
published in the Daily Law Journal; 
but finding that proposition too rank 
for the stomach of even the present 
Legislature, they concluded not to press 
it, but wait for a more favorable oppor- 
tunity for the enactment of such a Jaw.

Last Monday afternoon the Suburban 
Press Association held a meeting at 
the United States Hotel in Boston at 
which two important and much needed 
resolutions were adopted unanimously. 

The first resolution declared that 
Honse bill 1148 which, if enacted, 
would compel Court trial lista to be 
published exclusively in the Boston 
Daily Law Journal, ought to be de- 
feated, and gave sound reasons for it. 

The second resolution created a com- 
mittee to interview Governor Guild and 
induce him to veto the bill in case it 
should reach the Executive table. 

There is but small likelihood that the 
Governor will be called upon to act in 
the matter, for the opinion prevails at 
the Capitol that the Senate will give 
the bill a fatal blow when it comes 
before that body. 

It is an iniquitous piece of special 
lawmaking; but since the Suburban 
Press Association has taken hold of it 
there is but slight danger of its getting 
on to the statute books. It should be 
watched, though.

The Word “Dollar.” 

According to one authority, the word 
“dollar” is a corruption of the German 
word “thaler,” the form In Dutch be- 
Ing “daalder.” <All these different forms 
were derived from Joachim’s Thal, a 
Bohemian town, where the Count of 
Schlick, A, D, 1518, coined some excel 
lent in silver of an ounce tin 
weight. “Irom the name of the town 
came Jonchim’s thaler, applied to the 
above named coins as well as that of 
Schlicken thaler; hence Joachim’s thal 
tr pieces were first contracted into 
Joachim’s thalers and then into thal 
ers, These coins gained such a reputa- 
tion that they became a pattern, so 
that others of the same kind, though 
made in other places, took the name, 
the word assuming different spelling 
through the Low Countries, reaching 
Spaiu as dollars and through its prov- 
inces transmitted to the western hemi 
sphere, where it was applied to coins 
prior to the adoption of the federal cur 
rency. In coinage, the word ‘dollar’ is 
a favorite, being found under various 
spellings ip almost every part of the 
globe.”

Nothing, of course, bas been defi 
nitely settled respecting this, the 28th 
Representative District, for, as yet, uo 
official notice bas been received by the 
Middlesex County Commissioners from 
the Legislature of the aumber of Repre 
sentatives the county is entitled to; 
but there is reason to believe that Wo- 
burn and Reading will not be separated, 
although additions will be necessary i!

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THE TWELVE O'CLOCK LAW. 


The temperance people of this State 
have reason (o respect Governor Guild 
for the stand he took and persistently 
held to on the 12 o’clock liquor bill, the 
enactment of which was demanded by 
the rumsellers of Boston.

As enacted the provisions of the law 
apply only to Boston, and this is as it 
should be. Boston is a foreign city in 
the character of its population and 
government, and must have different 
laws from the rest of the State. 

The 12 o’clock law of itself doesn’t 
amount to a great deal, one way or 
the other; but it was made a test of 
strength by the contending parties; in 
fact, a priociple was involved in the 


contest; and in this light it became | 


prime importance. It was temperance 
against anti-temperance, and with the 
Governor's help, by bringing sound 
common sense to bear on it, the former 
won the day. 

Next fall Governor Guild will be all 
the stronger at the polls for having 
taken the stand he did on this measure 
His action will not hurt him in Boston, 
for the rumsellers there got all they 
asked for; while outside of that city 
his course will strengthen him amaz- 
ingly, and a largely increased majority 
next November will prove it.

Getting, after awhile, at 
loggerheads with his fellow country- 
meo there, and they getting tired of 
his political vagaries, he quit Muiul- 
waukee, drifted to St. Louis, failed io 
another newspaper venture, and finally 
landed in New York, where the ‘*Inde- 
pendents,”” or Mugwumps, took him up 
and made a great statesman of bim. 
Since then be had been, in turn, a Re- 
publican, Democrat, Mugwump, Anti- 
Imperialist, and a chronic opponent of 
the established order of things; but, of | 
late years, his reputation as a 
Statesman has been on the wane.

THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


fome Facts Whiten Give an Iden of 
Ite Immenstty. 

In all the heavens, with the excep 
tion of passing meteors or meteorites, 
not one body occuples a position closer 
to earth than the moon, which Is some 
240,000 miles away—very far, of 
rourse, side by side with any earthly 
distances, but a mere fraction side by 
side with other astronomical distances 
Next to the moon ovr nearest occasion 
al neighbor is Venus, and then Mare 
Both Venus and Mars, however, are 
often farther away from us than the 
sun, which remains always at some 
where about the same distance, rough 
ly at from 90,000,000 to 93,000,000 miles 

This dividing space between sun and 
earth Is of great Importance In think 
ing about the stars, and It should be 
clearly impressed upon the mind. 
Next to the sun In point of nearness 
come the more distant planets—Jupiter, 
which Is about five times as far from 
the sun as our earth is; Saturn, nearly 
twice as far as Jupiter; Uranus, near 
ly twice as far as Saturn, and Neptune, 
nearly three times as faras Saturn. All 
these planets belong to our sun, all 
fare members of his family, all are part 
of the solar system. The size of the 
solar system as a whole, consisting 
thus of the sun and his planets, Inelud 
ing our earth, may be fairly well grasp 
ed by any one taking the trouble to 
master two simple facts. They are 
these, that our earth fs roughly about 
92,000,000 miles away from the sun 
and that Neptune, the outermost plan- 
et of the solar system, is nearly thirty 


times as far distant from the sun as 
our earth is.—Chambers’ Journal

A Seventeenth Century Rellie of the 
Pingue In London. 

A curious historical relic of London 
ls the large tankard of solid silver pre 
sented by Charles II, to Sir Edmund 
Rerry Godfrey for his valuable services 
during the plague and the fire of Lon 
@on, for which he recetved the honor of 


knighthood in 1666 The tankard, 
which ts of plain silyet, has a hinged 
cover and wetgha nearly = thirty-six 
ounces. Its front Is engraved with the 


royal arms and the crest of the recipi 


ent, together with inseriptions tn Latin 
and engravings of scenes connetted 
with the fire, which are still In excel 
lent preservation The engraving of 


the pesthouse men carrying corpses to 
the dismal plague pit and that of the 
erowded blocks of houses surmounted 
by flames are very quaint and curtous. 
Sir Edmund, who was born In 1621 at 
Sellinge, In Kent, was a timber mer 
chant, possessing wharfs at Dowgate 
elty and at Charing Cross. He prosper 
dd, became justice of the peace for 
Westminster and member of parlia 
ment for Winchilsea, In history, as no 
render of Macaulay and Green will 
need to be told, his name is most fa 
mous In connection with his mysterious 
murder popularly attribut 
el to the zeal with which he had devot

ed himself to unraveling the alleged 
popish plot. His body was found In a 
ditch near Primrose hill, face down- 


ward and penetrated by his own sword, 
tinder which precluded 
the iden of suicide or robbery.

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NO STRIKE. 


Fortanately for both parties, after a 
week spent in arguing and negotiat- 
ing, the question of wages and hours 
was amicably settled by the officers of 
the Boston & Northern Street Railroad 
Company and representatives of their 
employees Jast Monday. A strike by 
the 8,000 men in the service of the 
Company had been imminent for some 
time on acconnt of President Sullivan’s 
refusal to comply with their demande 
for an increase of pay, abridgement of 
the hours of labor, and recognition of 
the Union ; but, happily, commonsense 
and a disposition on both sides to do 
the fair thing prevailed at the con- 
ferences, a strike was averted, and 
everything is lovely. 

President Sullivan is a fair minded 
Mao; the motormen and conductors 
ask for no more than is justly due 
them; and on a basis of that sort no 
trouble need be apprehended in the 
future.

Next Wednesday, May 380, is the 
date on which the graves of departed 
soldiers who served their country iv 
any of its wars are to be decorated with 
flowers by Posts of the G. A. R., and 
other tributes paid to their memory.

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The Truce of God, 

One of the most curious of the many 
queer mediaeval customs was that 
known as “the truce of God.” From 
what we have been able to learn of it 
the custom appears to have originated 
as an outgrowth of a desire to protect 
the common people to some extent at 
least against the lawless tyranny of 
the feudal lords of the middle ages.

Somewhat later the manufacture of 


cheaper glasses sprang up in Holland 
and it spread late in the fourteenth 
century to Germany Nuremberg and 
Rathenow acquired fame for their 
glasses between 1400 and 1500 

For mauy years glasses were used 
only as a means of aiding bad eyes, un 
til the fashion of wearing merely f 
the sake of wearing them sprang up 
Spain, It spread rapidly to the rest of 
the continent and brought about the 
transformation of the old thirteenth 
century spectacles into eyeglasses and 


eventually into the monocle

The Color of Water. 

After long hesitation scientific men 
agree in admitting that water physical- 
ly pure seen in mass is sky blue. This 
color is that taken by the white light 
of the sun when absorbed by the water 
In consequence of a phenomenon the 
explanation of which would be a little 
long. It Is not due to the chemical pu- 
rity of the water, since the sea, which 
is the bluest water, is also that which 
contains the most salt. Nevertheless, 
according to Forel’s experiments, the 
matter in solution should be the pre- 
dominant cause of the modification of 
color, upon which act besides the mat- 
ter In suspension the color of the bot- 
tom and the reflection of the sky and 
of the banks. Consequently blue water 
is pretty rare in nature. A good many 
seas and lakes that give us the impres- 
sion of this tint are green. The water 
at present acknowledged to be the 
bluest is that of the Sargasso sea, be- 
tween the Cape Verde Islands and the 
Antilles. The water of the Mediterra- 
nean off the French coast and around 
Capri is bluer than that of Lake Le- 
man, much less blue itself than that of 
the lakes of Kandersteg and Arolla, in 
Switzerland.—Paris L'Illustration,

REPRESENTATIVE DISTRICT. 


It ia expected that the time will soon 
atrive when the Middlesex County 
Commissioners, after baving received 
instructions from the Legislature—il 
that is the proper term to use—will 
enter on the somewhat difficult and 
petplexing work of dividing the county 
into Representative Districts, 

It is fair to presume that the Com 
missioners have already canvassed the 
matter with considerable thoroughness 
aod arrived at some rough conclusions ; 
but, of course, nothing definite has 
been decided on by them, or can be 
until they fear officially from Beacon 
Hill. 

We are inclined to think that the 
Commissioners will not greatly disturb 
our Woburn District; but that, con- 
trariwise, Woburn and Reading will! be 
allowed to remain in Representative 
partnership another 10 years, with a 
few amall towns thrown in to make up 
the number of legal voters required to 
constitute a District. 


NEW SENATORIAL DISTRICT. 


If the committees report be adopted 
by the Legislature, of which little or 
no doubt exists, Woburn will find itself 
in a new Senatorial District this fall. 
According to said report the Sixth 
Middlesex District will, for the next 
ten years, be composed of Woburn, 
Wakefield, Winchester, Medford, A-rl- 
ington and Stoneham, containing 16,- 
226 legal voters, and an excellent com- 
bination of cities and towns it is. 

Representative H. S. Riley of this 
city surprised his associates on the 
Essex end of the Legislative Senatorial 
Redistricting Committee by the fight he 
put up to pull Woburo out of that 
county and include it in a wholly Mid 
dlevex District. ‘They were not look- 
ing for his kind of a contest; but he 
won out in good shape, and succeeded 
in securing the change he aimed for 
from the start. He did a good job and 
perhaps it may land him in the Senate 
next winter.

A 
perusal of it is revolting to the last 
degree, and makes one feel that lhe 
oever wants to eat, or hear of 
Chicago meat again as long as he lives.

No Immunity Testifying 


The outlines are already being drawn 
for the plan of the next state campaign 


Ko far as the Republicans are con 
cerned the state ticket will be the same 
as last year Governor Guild has 
made such a splendid record that his 
renomination will be unanimous, and 
Lieutenant Governor Draper will be 


named for second place with practical 
unanimity. 

The Democrats have also practically 
decided what their course will be In the 
fall convention. General Charles W, 
Rartlett of Boston will probably be the 
candidate for governor, The recent 
conference of Democratic leaders in 
Boston at which the general was pres- 
ent was practically the first definite step 
toward placing Mr. Bartlett at the head 
of the ticket for another campaign 

This action was probably taken with 
a view to crystalizing Democratic 
sentiment around Mr, Bartlett before 
the friends of John B. Moran had an 
opportunity to corral any delegates in 
any of the cities and towns of the com 
monwealth. With the Democrats John 
B. Moran is a disturbing element. The 
Democratic leaders in Boston do not 
take kindly to the idea that he might 
aspire to the Democratic nomination 
this fall.

It is wrong to sup 
pose, however, as many Europeans 
who have visited Japan do suppose, 
that the mikakoodori dance is indecent.

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REDISTRICTING BILL.

EXECUTED. 


At 14 minutes after midnight Tues- 
day, June 12, Charles L. Tucker was 
executed in the Charlestown State 
prison for the murder of Mabel Page 
at Weston, Middlesex county, on 
March 31, 1904, after everything that 
the ingenuity of able Lawyers could 
suggest and put in operation to save 
him. 

Tucker bad protested innocence of 
the crime from the day of its commis- 
sion to the moment he took his seat io 
the fatal chair, and his last words were 
a strong denial of his guilt. 

This is still doubted by many people, 
as petitions containing more than 100,- 
000 names asking Gov. Guild to com- 
mute the death sentence to imprison- 
ment for life went to prove. 

Tucker marched bravely to his fate, 
and died without a struggle.

The Peculiar System That Was In 
Use by the Nobility. 

The noble Romans were peculiar in 
their system of nomenclature, They 
had the praenomen, the nomen and the 
cognomen, The first of these distip 
guished the Individual and was equiva- 
leut to our Christian or baptismal 
hime, It was usually indicated by a 
single letter, as A. for Aulus, or by 
two letters, as Ap. for Applus, or three, 
as Ser, for Servius. The nomen was 
tlistinetive of the gens or clan and has 
ho corresponding appellative among us. 
The cognomen was placed last and des- 
ignated the familiae, precisely answer- 
ing to our surname Sometimes a 
fourth name was added, the agnomen, 
in consequence of a renowned action, 
some conspicuous event of life or fea 
ture of character. Setpio, in addition to 
his regular names, was styled Africa 
nus after his conquest of Carthage.

The cupey, or, as it is sarcastically 
called In the English possessions, “the 
attorney,” is one of the most curious, 
ns it is one of the most picturesque, 
denizens of the virgin forests of the 
West Indian islands, It belongs to the 
parasitical family of trees or plants;

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THE MEAT BILL. 


A long conference between President 
Roosevelt and Speaker Cannon, the 
latter representing the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture last Monday, re- 
sulted in a full and satisfactory agree- 
ment on the contested points in the 
meat bill, which guaranteed its enact- 
ment and final settlement. Both the 
President and Speaker Cannon cor- 
dially accepted the changes made in the 
provisions in controversy, and were 
pleased with the results of their con- 
ference on the bill. 

Nearly all of the President’s conten- 
tions were accepted, and changes 
agreed to that will make the law as 
effective as it was possible to frame 
one and insure a radical reform in the 
business of the Chicago butchers and 
packers. Provisiou for an annual ap- 
propriation of $3,000,000 to pay the 
cost of inspection, and the President’s 
insistance for the elimination of the 
Court review feature were adopted. 

It would seem that a stronger law 
for the protection of the consumers of 
meat products could hardly have beeo 
enacted, or proposed to be, than that 
determined on by Roosevelt and Can- 
non. 


A GOOD REPORT. 


The report submitted by the bribery 
committee of the Legislature last Fri- 
day to the main bodies, after a month’s 
earnest work, was ap able one, and, 
also, eminently just and proper. It 
will do good, for it is convincing of the 
fact that all the wild, irresponsible and 
reprehensible talk about bribery and 
corruption in the Legislature is, and 
has been, false, unjust, and prejudicial 
to the good name of our State. 

The report recommends the expulsion 
of one member who, in substance, 
offered bribes to fellow members during 
the pendency of the bucketshop bill, 
and censure of another. After all the 
thorough and exhaustive probing done 
only these two members were found to 
be implicated in the dishonest work. 

The reasons given by the committee 
for a secret investigation, instead of a 
public one, for which a few papers and 
people clamored, were sound and con- 
clusive, and everybody should now see 
that they took the right course of pro- 
ceedure. 

The report uotifies the country at 
Jarge that Massachusetts Legislatures 
are honest, and can be relied on to dis; 
charge their public duties in a consci- 
entious and cleanhanded manner.

Proceeding on the principle that hent- 
ed alr expands and so becomes lighter 
bulk for bulk, than air at the ordinary 
the brothers Steplren and 
Joseph Montgolfier filled a paper bag 
with heated air, which rose to the cell 
ing of the room. This preliminary suc 
cess was rapidly followed up, and they 
gradually increased the size of the bal 
loons experimented with until they 
were satisfied with their progress 
that In 1788 they gave a public exhibi- 
tion, sending up a linen balloon 105 feet 
in circumference, inflated 
over a fire supplied with small bundles 
of chopped straw.

This means that, in due time, and 
that not a long way in the future, 
Woburn will have a fine handsome 
postoffice building, all at Uncle Sam’s 
expense, 


Ee Josiah Quincey, ex-Mayor of 
Boston, a gentleman distinguished in 
political and social circles, is firmly 
and unalterably opposed to John B. 
Moran for Governor. So much the 
worse for Josiah! It is true, no doubt, 
that the **Codfish,” aa an emblem of

To be sure, 
he claims to be a Democrat (not in a 
partisan sense), a friend of the com- 
moa people, among whom be proudly 
classifies himself; a toiler. In the 
eyes of the sacred Cod these homely 
virtues disqualify Joho B. for the noble 
office of Governor of the State. 

In these few and hastily penned 
remarks may be found, without diffi 
culty, the reason for Josiah Quincy's 
opposition to Joho B. Moran’s am- 
bition to succeed Gov. Curtis Guild 
next January.
